of t h e ^ l o u n d Ci ty as well as those 
of the whole state. 
A t the outbreak of the war Col. 
M e y e r was active in the recruiting 
service and devoted much 
of his 
time in drilling the 
volunteers and 
preparing them for 
com[ ) any and 
regimental 
duties. 
In

he 
joined the Seventh Missouri v o l u n ­ 
teer infantry and was elected c a p ­ 
tain of c o m p a n y E.
